his television speeches, adding that 
the actor was not on the payroll 
and was contributing his services 
for free. While that dispelled any 
fears about Mr. Montgomery hav­ 
ing his hand in the public till, it 
still didn’t clear up the mystery 
as to wnat Montgomery was acing 
with 
his 
time. 
The President 
doesn’t 
make 
very 
many TV 
speeches and the technical end of 
any speech ought to be a matter of 
maybe twenty minutes or so. 
* * * 
Well, sir, I dispatched a hired 
snoop to the White House to snoop 
and report back. He’s just back 
breathing hard and full of informa­ 
tion: “This Montgomery is certain 
ly the suavest and handsomest guy 
ever to get waved on his way by 
White House plainclothesmen. You 
ask him what he's doing there and 
first crack out of the box, you get 
the guided tour through plenty of 
corridors and terraced porches to 
the Presidential studio, especially 
lit for TV. 
“Montgomery lit it himself ana 
he boasts that he can produce any 
kind of Ike he wants - a light Ike 
a dark Ike or a technical Ike 
whatever that means. It’s all done 
by lights 
because 
Montgomery 
won’t let the President use make­ 
up. He says: ‘I want to bring out 
Ike’s wonderful personality. This is 
the person the people voted for. 
want them to see him.’ " 
Montgomery’s toughest problem 
arises when Eke has to read 
speech simultaneously before both 
movie and TV cameras. 
Movie 
cameras need a lot more light than 
TV cameras and Montgomery is 
horrified when 
those 2,000 watt 
lights strike the Presidential pate 
and sets it to gleaming 
like 
river in the moonlight. 
One 
of 
Montgomery’s most valuable ser­ 
vices has been to teach Ike how to 
use teleprompter, the gadget that 
rolls out a speech in big leters 
before the speaker’s eyes.

At the Madison Square Garden 
rally, Ike ad libbed a few words; 
the teleprompter got ahead of him 
and he never caught up with his 
own speech. He swore he’d never 
use the infernal thing again. How­ 
ever, Montgomery wooed him back 
to the instrument and now Ike and 
the teleprompter get along just 
fine. 
“Montgomery provides 
other, 
less tangible services,” my snoop 
reported. “He puts the President 
at ease just before air time. Ike 
goes into a little room just off the 
studio and relaxes with Montgom­ 
ery. Montgomery also 
cues 
the 
President to start talking, a duty 
ordinarily handled by floor man­ 
agers. 
“This matter of cues is bad 
enough with just a floor manager 
but when the floor manager has to 
cue Montgomery who in turn cues 
the President, it is easy to under­ 
stand why Eisenhower is on cam­ 
era for four or five seconds with 
what is known in the trade as egg 
on his face, while the cues are 
being relayed from the mobile unit 
outside the White House to the f. 
rn. to Montgomery to the President. 
Tinker, Evers and Chance had it 
real easy next to this bunch.”

“What 
about 
the 
Eisenhower 
style?” I inquired. “Any drastic 
changes since Montgomery got an 
office in the White House?” 
“Well, yes. The President now­ 
adays stands on his feet in front of 
his desk rather than sitting behind 
it. It gives him a more genial 
appearance. Also, he’s taught the 
President to keep his head up so

$2,000 to $3,000 bracket which 
spends $71 per person. 
The $4,000 to $5,000 group aver­ 
ages $106, and the $5,000 to $7,500 
category checks out $158.

We constantly are amazed at the 
treatment given FM. There is no 
reception better than FM. It does 
not fade, it has no static, you can 
tune it in and leave it alone for 
the evening with no alterations or 
additional dialing. 
Despite these assets which make 
it a very saleable medium, many 
radio operators treat it like a step­ 
child and wonder why it isn’t well 
received. If you happen to have 
the AM radio on in the afternoon 
you may be nauseated in the eve­ 
ning by hearing the same canned 
broadcast over FM. Naturally you 
turn to another station or to TV. Or 
you shut the things off and enjoy 
another form of pleasure. 
The one type of pr ogram that has 
helped radio hold its own in the 
face of the TV blitz is the news 
broadcast. Most people will turn 
from whatever they are doing to 
learn what is happening in the 
area, or the world. Yet there are 
so-called news bureaus in some 
radio stations which do not have a 
round-up of the local news late in 
the evening.

We may see ultra high frequency 
television bevore this year is out. 
It was reported early this week 
that Jamestown’s WJTN-TV has 
been granted the right to shift its 
transmitter site to a spot on the 
Hunt rd. Once such an approval is 
granted the licensee can not delay 
too long the job of using his permit. 
How well Warren county will 
receive this signal is impossible to 
say until the station is functioning, 
warren should do about as well as 
if the original site at Frewsburg 
were used.

Urges Investigation 
Of Smear Techniques 
By U. S. Senator 
Margaret Chase Smith 


WASHINGTON. - More than two 
years ago I publicly defended then 
Governor Warren against a smear­ 
ing attack made on him by some 
of his California enemies. They 
charged that there was a “New 
Deal-Communist plot” to impose 
Eisenhower, Warren or Stassen on 
the Republican ticket. 
In their 
publication they singled out Earl 
Warren first and gave him top 
billing in the attack they made. 
General Eisenhower was relegated 
to second position. They accused 
him of “treachery” and of being 
“the perfect choice" to “participate 
in the betrayal of Eastern Europe 
to the Kremlin.” 
One month after I made a radio 
broadcast denouncing this publica­ 
tion and the distribution of it, 
Senator Robert A. Taft, 
in the 
public announcement of his Presi­ 
dential candidacy, also repudiated 
and denounced it. I think Chat the 
action of Senator Taft was surely 
more impressive than my action 
on the matter. And to those who 
have any misgivings about the 
loyalty of Earl Warren to his 
country and the falsity of the ir­ 
responsible charges against him I 
would invite reference to this pub­ 
lic statement of the late Senator. 
Tile recent attacks made on 
Chief Justice Warren in letters to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
are of a like vein to those which

Senator Taft 
and I denounced. 
They were intended to block Senate 
confirmation of Earl Warren to the 
post of Chief Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States. 
From the very outset it was ap­ 
parent that the attacks would fail 
and that Warren would win easy 
and overwhelming confirmation by 
the Senate. 
A controversy arose out of the 
action of the chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee mak­ 
ing public the irresponsible and 
ridiculous attacks on the Chief 
Justice. Whether that action was 
desirable or not, at least some 
good has come from it. That good 
is in the fact that it further illus­ 
trates how we are living in an era 
of wholesale slander — of how 
every one of us may be made the 
target of false and malicious at­ 
tacks. For if it can happen to the 
Chief Justice of the United States, 
it can happen to you. 
Chief Justice Warren is fortun­ 
ate to have so many respected men 
in high places from President Ei­ 
senhower and Vice President Nixon 
on down to come to his defense 
and to have so many Senators 
rally to his side against the false 
accusers. 
But what about Joe 
Doaks? He is not so fortunate. He 
does not have men in high places 
to come to his aid if false and 
malicious charges are made a- 
gainst him. 
Yet, chances are that the aver­ 
age Joe Doaks doesn’t have any 
concern about this because he feels 
that it will never happen to him. 
If and when it does happen, he 
will be concerned and he will view 
past denunciations of attacks made 
against others as more than mere 
pious platitudes. 
However unfair and false the at­ 
tacks on Chief Justice Warren in 
the letters to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, some good has come 
from their publication for it re­ 
veals just how vicious the art of 
slander has gotten in our times. 
And it should lead to a full scale 
investigation of the people who 
made these charges, their back­ 
ground, their motives, their back­ 
ers and their own records.

Brokenstraw Valley 
Joint Schools Discussed 


Mr. Paul R. Getts, supervising 
principal of the Brokenstraw Valley 
joint schools, has revealed in an 
interview this week the distribution 
of authority in connection with the 
consolidation. Workng out the in­ 
tricate details of instruction for the 
children and young people of Bro­ 
kenstraw, Eldred, Freehold, Pitts­ 
field Townships and Youngsville 
Borough is the responsibility of the 
five men elected as school direc­ 
tors in each of the political sub­ 
divisions constituting the district 
The actual decisions are made by 
one of the following groups: The 
local boards which are elected by 
the citizens; the joint school board 
which consists of all twenty-five 
members; 
the joint 
committee 
which is composed of two directors 
from each local board. 
The local school boards have 
accepted three distinct duties - 
they maintain 
the 
elementary 
buildings, arrange for transporta­ 
tion of students and devise the 
methods of procuring their share 
of the total cost. 
The joint school board must set 
the budget, purchase land and 
delegate to the local groups their 
apportionment. They distribute the 
costs of instruction according to the 
number of students and capital out­ 
lay in proportion to assessed valua­ 
tions. 
The joint committee operates the 
high school and various elementary 
schools with regard to instruction, 
supplies and overhead. At the pres­ 
ent time, the committee is compos­ 
ed of Kenneth Franklin and Ernest 
Oviatt representing Brokenstraw 
Township; Gilbert Anderson and 
Marshall Danielson from Eldred 
Township; Clair Cowles and Sheri­ 
dan Baker from Freehold Town­ 
ship; Homer Wolfe and Charles 
Camp representing Pittsfield Town­ 
ship; Edward Day and Wyllys 
Johnson of Youngsville Borough. 
Mr. Day now serves as president, 
Mr. Franklin as vice president, and 
Mr. Oviatt as secretary. 
The extent of the responsibilities 
these men share might be further 
emphasized with the knowledge 
that the school district serves 1270 
tuition students receiving instruc­ 
tion elsewhere. A staff of fifty 
leachers are employed for instruct­ 
ing purposes. The various buildings 
are cared for by seven janitors. 
Twenty buses are required to 
transport the students to and from 
the school buildings. 
A building program designed to 
increase its facilities by new con­ 
struction and alterations to the 
existing plant is underway. 
Through the untiring efforts of 
the various school directors the 
tremendous task of combining the 
resources of the citizens of the. 
Brokenstraw Valley has been ac­ 
complished.

e v e r y d a y 
psychology

I never cease to be amazed that 
children survive our culture as well 
as they do. Every once in a while 
when grown-up life seems a little 
hard to bear, I get down on my 
knees, not to pray, but to see how 
things might be if I were returned 
to the happy days of childhood 
again. 
Down on your knees it is very 
hard to see the mittens “right in 
front of your nose”, when really 
the shelf is higher than you and 
you can only see the edge of it. 
Or when you have to stretch to 
reach the top shelf of the refriger­ 
ator for a bottle of milk which is 
too big for your hand in the first 
place, YOU are not surprised that 
occasionally it slips. 


Down on your knees crawling 
into first 
grade 
surrounded 
by 
many larger children 
who 
rush 
here and there as though they knew 
what they were doing and meeting 
teachers to whom this is old stuff - 
well, it just makes you wonder 
whether it would not be pleasanter 
to stay in kindergarten another 
year. 
Or when you land in the class 
that has the awful teacher that all 
the children either hate or fear 
and whose case makes the parents 
murmur “tenure” and shake their 
heads dubiously as though it were 
not really their democratic right to 
do anything about the affairs of 
their community - well, when this 
happens YOU are not surprised 
when once in a while you wake up 
feeling you would rather vomit all 


morning than go back to school. 
It is a curious thing how a child 
can be sick all of one year and 
enjoy good health the next. “He 
just grew out of it.” Or did he 
outgrow the teacher? Certainly not 
all the problems of children in 
school stem from the teacher or 
the school. But I wonder sometimes 
whether parents and school boards 
are sufficiently curious about the 
details of just what series of trivial 
events eventually climaxes into a 
“problem”. 
You do not have to work in a 
child guidance clinic long to learn 
that often a child who is burdened 
at home is burdened at school as 
well. The result may be more than 
he can take. 
Every school has 
enough children with troubles that 
a large part of the annual school 
tax you pay is spent not in normal 
everyday teaching, but in coping 
with problems. 


I one time made the mistake of 
offering my services free to a 
group of teachers for the purpose 
of analyzing with them some of the 
problem situations. The program 
was a quick failure, but it lasted 
long enough for the teachers to 
admit that there were plenty of 
children whom they did not under­ 
stand and with whom they could 
not cope. They were dubious about 
studying the situation, however, 
feeling more secure in long-famil­ 
iar ignorance than in an unfamiliar 
field that might require a change 
in attitude. 


After I walk around on my knees 
awhile thinking about all these 
things, it begins to hurt, so I decide 
to become very brave, stand on my 
own two feet, and let the children 
fend for themselves.

In Buyers Corner this week we 
give radio a rib and prove the 
point with the help of a recognized 
authority on radio advertising. But 
both radio and the press, as well 
as all entertainment forms, must 
face the fact that a new competitor 
is on the field and it is doing right 
well. 
Television has taken participants 
away from many sports and other 
means of spending leisure hours. It 
has stolen a share of audiences 
from drama, sports, night clubs, 
bar rooms, and other centers of 
pleasure. 
It also has been accepting dollars 
from those who advertise their 
wares and many of these are not 
gentlemen who are hasty about 
throwing away a buck. They know 
a good thing when they buy it and 
they have been buying those en­ 
thusiastic audiences who still are 
in their first blush of TV novelty. 
Any radio man who says that 
television has not stolen a big 
share of his audience can’t add 
two and two. Even the radio men 
who deny this admit they have a 
television set in their home and 
that they watch it. They certainly 
are not listening to radio at the 
same time. Yet they are selling 
advertising to customers for the 
very hours that they are not lis­ 
tening to their own stations. 
The people did not erect those 
aerials and spend husky chunks of 
the pay roll for television sets to 
listen to radio. 
Newspapers sound equally as 
silly to say that they are as thor­ 
oughly read as they were before 
television. They are not as thor­ 
oughly read and they have lost 
some circulation. 
People have not given up reading 
their papers but they do not spend 
the hours 
necessary 
to 
thumb 
through those heavy-paged dailies 
that have developed in late years. 
The family with a big city daily, 
the local daily, and a television 
set just does not get to every page 
and word of those papers. 
For example, since 1950 the New 
York News has lost 222,613 readers, 
the New York 
Miror 
has 
lost 
178,243, the New York Times is 
down 39,584, the Herald Tribune 
has slipped 26,960, the Joumal- 


American skidded 71,477, and the 
Wor I d-Te legr a rn and Sun fell 55, 
541. We must remember, of course, 
that the New York Post’s circula­ 
tion increase of 135,600 accounts 
for some of these. 
The New York papers also find 
other reasons for some of this drop. 
These include the increased price 
of papers, the increased number of 
residents in New York city who do 
not speak English, the higher sub­ 
way fares which eat into budgets, 
and the population shift to the 
suburbs. 
All of this ties into a punch line 
which we want to leave with you. 
That move to the suburbs and the 
reason it cuts into the sale of the 
big dailies is the rapid growth of 
quality weekly papers. We know 
one press on Long Island that 
prints twenty-two weeklies every 
Thursday. 
Weeklies are handy. They do not 
rush you in their reading. The 
good ones have features that are 
useful for several days. They are 
not thrown away the 
day they 
arrive but are kept around the 
average home for a week or more 
until the entire family sees them. 
The average weekly is more 
thoroughly read than the average 
daily. The average reader sees 
more of a weekly than he does of 
the daily. 


As for radio — the man who is 
watching television will find time 
for his weekly features. The wo­ 
man who has the radio shut off 
and does not hear your commer­ 
cial will see her weekly and your 
ad before the week is past. 
The quality weekly is growing. 
Good old television fan, with no 
time to waste and eyes that ran. 
She is our woman! He is our man!
